Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
in her Sunday evening broad- 
cast conselled girls in college 
not to curtail their prepara- 
tions for life by a hasty mar- 
riage "because your beau is 
going into the Army." She was 
not alluding, she said, to any 
marriage that was the result 
of friendship over a long pe- 
riod, but to marriages made in 
"patriotic fervor."

Dr. Hugo litis Ranks 
Third in Vote 

Choosing once again to fall 
in line with national trends, 
the student body of Mary Wash- 
ington College has decided to 
honor in the 1942 Battlefield 
those faculty members who 
have entered and who will en- 
ter the various phases of ser- 
vice for our country. 

The second rank in the vot- 
ln S was gained by an idea 
somewhat akin to the first, 
namely, to "the armed forces 
of America." The third highest 
vote was given to Dr. Hugo 
I1 tis of the college faculty. 

Dr. litis became a member 
of the Mary Washington Col- 
lege faculty in the spring of 
■"• 9 39, coming to Fredericks- 
burg almost directly from 
Czechoslovakia. In the three 
years that he has been with 
us > he has endeared himself to 



the college — to both students 
and faculty associates. Bring- 
ing into an American environ- 
ment a melange of old world 
tradition and gallantry, he has 
become a familiar figure of in- 
dustry and capability. 

It is a tribute to our demo- 
cratic America that a professor 
from an European school could 
so soon have gained the full 
respect and admiration of 
American students. It is an 
even greater tribute to the man 
himself. 

Although the vote does not 
warrant that Dr. litis actually 
be honored, in the annual, it 
certainly warrants publication. 
The dedication to faculty mem- 
bers enrolled in armed service 
is at present indefinite in its 
implication. It will, however, 
be in keeping with both the 
theme- of the book itself as well 
as with the spirit of the times.

Some two hundred students 
have registered for knitting one 
kind of article or another and at 
present twenty-six are knitting 
socks; fifteen are knitting navy 
sweaters for hospital wear; and 
thirty-two are knitting children's 
sweaters. Some of those have al- 
ready been finished and handed in 
to the Red Cross Chapter in town 
and we have been asked to have 
as many of the rest of the arti- 
cles ready to come in this Satur- 
day as possible. The work which 
has been handed in already has 
been received with sincere praise 
from Mrs. Boyle as to the quality 
of the work and the speed with 
which it was done. Each of the 
students whjvhave already hand- 
ed in work are at present work- 
ing on her second article. 

* * * 

We were at first rather handi- 
capped by the fact that we could 
not get wool enough to supply 
all the knitters. Now we have 
enough wool on hand to take care 
of everybody, but needles are 
more scarce than automobile tires 
—-we just can't get them. Many 
girls have sent home for them and 
some have been successful in se- 
curing them from there. 

Just now we have on hand wool 
for 13 more pairs of socks, for 
which size three needles are need- 
ed; wool for 28 children's sweat- 
ers, for which size 7 needles are 
needed. We could get wool for 
helmets and watch" caps, but 
haven't because no one here has 
the right size needles to knit these 
with and none can be purchased 
in town — or Washington, for 
that matter. 

* * * 

The knitting hours are still from 
four to six on Mondaj. Thursday 



and Saturday afternoons. Students 
come at these times for wool, in- 
structions and for socializing while 
they knit. The star attendant at 
these hours is Henrietta Beck, 
who does superb work and who 
has been most helpful to all of us 
who are knitting socks. I think 
Jean Randall must hold the cup 
far speed knitting which also com- 
bines quality. She can boast of 
having started a sock last Satur- 
day and finishing it early the 
next day. Some of us have had 
our troubles — I had to take out 
almost all of one sock because I 
was getting six stitches to an inch 
instead of the prescribed seven; 
**etty Hughes had to take out 
half of a navy sweater for the 
same reason, as did Rose Orts- 
Gonzales. it's rather heartrend- 
ing to pull out all those stitches, 
still the service men have to do 
things in a much more exacting 
way, and I guess we can follow 
suit with good grace. 



Minnie Berger afforded us a 
laugh by sending down Pat Jones 
to get her wool and to knit her 
sample for her. Said Minnie to 
Pat, "Do be a lamb and go down 
and knit five stitches to an inch 
and get my wool." That is all 
right, but some of us at least 
have learned from experience that 
we can't trust our own knitting 
to always check right. We have 
learned that we must keep check- 
ing every inch or so to be sure 
we are not knitting tighter or 
looser than when we started. 

Thanks again for the interest 
which you have shown in this pro- 
ject and for the boost which has 
been given to it by Bullet public- 
ity.

"In view of the tire situation 
seventy members and officers 
of the University of Virginia 
Glee Club voted unanimously 
last night to cancel all out of 
town singing engagements re- 
quiring transportation by motor 
vehicles, according to Profes- 
sor H. R. Pratt, director. The 
students took this action with- 
out any prompting from any 
administrative official. 

"Joseph B. Tucker of Shang- 
hai, China, president, and Ed- 
ward Berry of Washington, 
manager, announced that to 
meet the dual national demands 
of the cultural services and the 
conservation of rubber, the 
Glee Club will contract its 
mileage and expand its pro- 
gram. It will give its annual 
concert in Cabell Hall at the 
University, concerts in Char- 
lottesville, and several radio 
broadcasts. It will also sponsor 
mass singing for the whole 
student body. Its new slogan 
will be "Keep 'Em Singing." 

That is formal statement of 
the Glee Club and so our plans 
for the joint concert at your 
school must be cancelled. We 
passed this measure tonight 
knowing that it meant giving 
up all our concerts for we can't 
afford tp go by train. But we 
did it, believing that it was in 
our power to help National De- 
fense that much.

To insure understanding of cur 
rent, college situations arising 
from the war program, James 
Ward of Piano, 111., a collegian 
fresh from the campus, has been 
appointed co-ordinator of college 
activities for the Division of 
Youth Activities of the Office of 
Civilian Defense, Gilbert Harrison 
and Jane Seaver, co-directors, an- 
nounced yesterday. Mr. Ward, now 
working out of the Washington 
headquarters of OCD, is former 
editor of "Northwestern Daily" at 
Northwestern University, Evans- 
ton, 111. 

Emphasizing the college stud- 
ents' leadership-responsibility in 
Civilian Defense, Ward and John 
Lankdon, Youth Representative in 
Region VI, addressed a meeting of 
student and faculty representa- 
tives of 13 Chicago area colleges 
January 16. 

It was the consensus of the del- 
egates that students should con« 
tinue their college courses until 
called for government service. 
Major Raymond J. Kelly, Regional 
Director of the OCD in the Sixth 
Region, said, "The war is furnish- 
ing a tremendously increased de- 
mand for training people... Often, it 
is better for students to continue 
what they are "doing instead of 
going into military service." 

Mrs. Mary. Jeanne. Byrd, repre- 
sentative of the Consumers' Divi- 
sion of the Office of Price Admin- 
istration, called upon college wo- 
men to enroll in consumer courses 
to develop economical buying hab- 
its. 

Emphasizing the importance of 
OCD health, nutrition and physi- 
cal fitness programs, Roger Hold- 
en, manager of the Chicago Chap- 
ter of the American Red Cross, 
pointed out that Britain actually 
had fewer deaths m 1941 than in 
the year preceding the war be- 
cause of heightened health-con- 



sciousness. "By similar health and 
safety programs here", he said. 
"I hope we can save more lives 
than our enemies will be able to 
take."
